Food purchases in Corslcana laat 


year—In meat markets, groceries, 
delicatessens and the like—came 
to $6,498,000. This was at the rate 
of $381 for each man, woman and 
child in the city. The rest of the 
country, in the period, spent only 
$218 
per capita. In the West South 
Central States, food consumption 
totaled $163 per capita and, In 
Texas, $189. 


Corsicana residents, because of 
their better earnlnge, were able to 
spend a larger part of each dollar 
for food than were people in most 
cities. 
Locally, 45.2 per cent of 


all retail expenditures 
were for 


food as against 26.6 percent na- 
tionally, 23.8 per cent in the West 
South Central States, and 24.7 per- 
cent in Texas.

a team of labor department attor- 
neys was ready -with a report to 
Mr. Truman on what should go 
into his "State of the Union" mes- 
sage to the new congress in Jan- 
uary. 


Skilled Lawyers. 


The lawyers, skilled at indu:*- 
trial relations and drafting of laws, 
were selected by Secretary of La- 
hor Maurico Tobln to draw up the 
recommendations. 


They will propose that Mr. Tru- 
man appeal to the new Democratic 
controlled house and senate 
to 
junk the Taft-Hartley Act—oppos- 
ed by labor leaders—and substi- 
tute a compromise which would 
merge some features of the 1947 
Iaw and the Wagner Act of 1935 


The labor department advisers 


also will suggest that the presi- 
dent offer a specific compromise 
bill to congress to accompany the 
Taft-Hartlev repeal measure, 


Labor Opposition Seen. 
This may not be popular with 


the API. and CIO, whose conven- 
tions demanded outright repeal of 
the Taft-Harllry Act and restora 
tion of the Wagner Act. Both big 
labor 
groups 
showed they were 


willing to proceod with "reason- 
able" changes after tho Wagner 
Act is re-enacted but they want 
that as the starting point.

pushed the development of an over- 
all labor policy It would like to see 
state governments and state legis- 
latures follow.

the Rev. Dazlo slugged the man 
with his fists after Benson broke 
Into the rectory and forced the 
clergymen to open the church safe.

When Benson prepared to leave 
the church with the loot—amount- 
In;,' to more than $800—the priests 
attacked him.

the scene, Benson, dazed by the

"About 4:30 a. m. I was awaken- 


ed by a man who was wearing a 
dark handkerchief over tho lowor 
part of his face. He had hi*i right 
hand In his pocket and seemed to 
be holding a revolver. He told mo 
that 'this was a stick-up for me 
to brine him to the head man.' 
"I didn't know quite what to do. 


He was talking rather fast and 
usinff abusive language, J got out 
of bed and took him to 
Mimr. 
O'Connell. I told Mflgr, O'ConnoH 
what the man wanted and that 
he looked as if h« meant business. 
"Then all three of ua went to 


th€ church safe. Msgr. O'Connell 
and I were under th« Impression 
that the man had a gun In his 
pocket. However, we never did see 
one, 


"The mask«d man 
continually 


warned us that If we didn't got 
the money h« would 'fill ui full of 
lead.' 


"After we were forced to open 


the safe" the Intruder was still 
careful not to remove hla right 
hand so we could see if he had a 
weapon. He ordered me to put tho 
currency— about $60— In his 
left 
pockot. I did.
